The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: regarding 
claims 1-14, all of the claims recite a finger recess extending diagonally between the 
first pair of side walls and positioned towards a first one of the corners. This, in 
combination with the other claimed elements, is not found in the prior art. With regards 
to claims 1 5-24 the rounded corners with the handle recesses in opposing corners and 
the pouring spout being aligned with the other corners, in combination with the other 
clajmed elements, are not found in the prior art.
